CHARLES JAMES MARTIN, Kt., C.M.G., 
F.R.S., F.R.C.P., D.Sc. 
January 1866-15 February 1955 


Sir Charles Martin, who died January 9th 
last the age 89, was one the most distin- 
guished British scientists. had great gifts 
mind and memory, and belonged that good 
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age when extreme specialization had not begun. 
was physiologist but had wide knowledge 
also bacteriology, biochemistry and pathology. 

The first years his professional life, from 
1891 1903, were spent Australia where 
laid the foundations medical and scientific teach- 
ing and research. became professor physiol- 
ogy the University Melbourne. Australians 
never forgot what they owed him, and called 
him back help them with problems wool pro- 
duction soon had retired from the director- 
ship the Lister Institute 1931 the age 65. 
Finally they honoured his memory founding 
two Sir Charles Martin Research Fellowships for 
research medical science, awarded young 
Australians that they might obtain experience 
overseas. 

Martin left Australia 1903 become Director 
the Lister Institute Preventive Medicine 
London. the years his directorship, the 
Institute produced great volume brilliant work. 
Martin’s name does not appear much it; 
was always available inspire and help, but did 
not seem care all who had the credit. The 
problems tackled directly under him included 
the means which bubonic plague spread In- 
dia, the mechanism thermal adjustment man 
and animals, and great quantity nutritional 
problems concerning the vitamins and the biologi- 
cal value proteins. 

For most the First World War Martin served 
with the Australian Army Medical Corps the 
Middle East. During the Second World War 
was living retirement Cambridge, but received 
there refugees into his own home the Division 
Nutrition under Dame Harriette Chick, evacuated 
with all its animals from the Lister Institute 
London. 

Martin was unique person, for with his great 
intellectual gifts was associated character totally 
lacking vanity scientific self seeking. had 
great skill with his hands, and that gift too was 
ever the service others every department 
life, even the mending shoes emer- 
gency.
